or  proper,  which  officers  shall  have  all  the  powers,  privileges 
and  emoluments,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties,  penalties  and 
regulations,  provided  by  the  laws  of  this  State  for  the  office  of 
Constable ;    and  the  Intendant  and  Wardens  in  Council  shall 
have  power  and  authority,  under  their  corporate  seal,  to  ordain 
and  establish  all  such  rules  and  by-laws  and  ordinances  respect- 
ing the  streets,  ways,  public  wells  and  springs  or  fountains  of 
water,   market  and  police   of  said  town,  and  'for  preserving 
health,  peace,  order  and  good  government  within  the  same,  as 
they  may  deem  expedient  and  proper  and  not  inconsistent  with 
or  repugnant  to  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  all  such  by-laws  and 
ordinances  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  revisal  or  repeal  by 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  State.     And  the  said  Council  may 
affix  fines  for  offenses  against  such  by-laws  and  ordinances  and 
appropriate  the  same  to  the  use  of  the  corporation,  but  no  fine 
shall  exceed  thirty  dollars ;  and  when  fines  shall  exceed  twenty 
dollars  they  may  be  recovered  in  a  Trial  Justice's  Court ;  and 
when  they  are  of  the  amount  of  twenty  dollars  or  under,  they 
may  be    recovered    before    said    Intendant    and  Wardens  in 
Council.
